Board with Chairman Bond presiding, to consider the appeal of Opinder J. Singh fromthe denial by the Business License Division,
Conpr ehensi ve Pl anni ng, follow ng the background investigation for the issuance a business |icense/liquor license for M. Singh to
be an additional |icensee in the operation of conveni ence stores known as Superbuy Markets.

Ms. Carnel advised that the business license/liquor license is currently issued under his wife's nane.

just a little rain the ditches are about 3/4 full as the water is not running off properly; and that she thinks sonmebody shoul d

98-401 AMENDMENT TO COUNTY CODE - LIM TING LI VESTOCK, POULTRY, RABBITS, SW NE AND SHEEP ON RESI DENTI AL PROPERTY

Chai rman Bond stated that in the interest of the standing roomonly attendance for this matter, this itemw |l be heard at this
time. She apol ogi zed for the m sinformation that was circulated in various areas of the comunity regarding this issue and for not
being able to return everyone's phone call. She stated that what generated this issue is the fact that sone people have abused the

systemwith too nmany animals on one acre of land and i nproper care of animals; and that staff was directed to investigate the
matter and present sone options to the Board to address this situation.

M ke Harper, Special Projects Manager, Comunity Devel opnment, stated that the hearing tonight is not to vote on any change in the
I aw, but rather to consider whether to initiate a process to change the existing ordi nance, which process requires noticing and
public hearings and woul d take several weeks to conplete. He reviewed background i nformation and options outlined in the agenda
menor andum for the Board's consideration to address this issue.

Chai rman Bond stated that she is not particularly interested in capping the nunber of |ivestock on a property; and that hopefully
sonme ot her kind of resolution can be nade to address the problens that have caused the citizen conplaints that have come forward
over a period of tine.

Conmmi ssi oner Canp agreed and stated that this particular problemis not one that can be erased by limting the nunber of aninals
on a property, and she would like to pursue the possibility of other agencies, such as Animal Control, addressing these issues
t hrough their enforcenment procedures.

Conmmi ssi oner Shaw concurred and stated that he would like to receive a report fromeither the Health Department or Aninal Contro
regardi ng the concerns that brought this issue to the Board's attention, and see if there is a way to deal individually with the
peopl e causing the problens for everybody el se.

Upon inquiry of Commi ssioner Galloway, M. Harper confirmed that there have been conplaints over a period of tinme of people not
bei ng good nei ghbors; and that there is sone question about the authority of Animal Control or the Health Departnment to deal with
these particular problenms. He noted that state | aw contains an agricultural exenption that essentially exenpts agricultura
activities fromthe nuisance provisions of the County or City Code; and, although there is a question whether the raising of
horses is an agricultural activity, prosecution for mistreatnment of horses or for waste products fromlivestock has been
unsuccessful through the nui sance process in the past because this exenption has been clai ned.

Conmmi ssi oner Mouliot stated that a method needs to be found to address these problenms, advising that this situation started al npst
three years ago with issues and conplaints that cane forward with no way to address thenm and that he would |ike to see a task
force or the District Attorney's office come up with solutions.

Chai rman Bond stated that, although this is not schedul ed as a public hearing, she would take public coments.

Approxi mately 40 peopl e spoke, including several teenagers and children, against establishing |linmts on the nunmber of |ivestock
poultry, etc. The speakers represented residents, business owners, and organi zati ons or groups, such as the Washoe Vall ey
Landowners Associ ation, 4-H Cl ub, handi capped riders, UNR School of Veterinary Medicine, etc., and concerns expressed included
econoni c inpacts, enptional considerations, property rights, lifestyle, devaluation of property, questioning the nunbers and
interpretation of information utilized by staff, nunbers per acre not being a realistic approach to the problem etc. Severa
suggesti ons were offered including that problems should be handl ed on an individual basis through regulatory processes of existing



agenci es such as Aninmal Control and the Health Departnent, and addressing how to reduce harassnment calls that take time of staff.
Vi cki e Sherwood, County resident, placed a petition on file with the Clerk containing approximately 300 signatures of people

agai nst any code revisions. A couple of speakers enphasized that 30 horses on one acre is too many, and that somethi ng needs to be
done to change this and address the problem of aninmal cruelty.

Conmmi ssi oner Gall oway comented that a | ot of new i deas have conme forth tonight; that he believes that governnment should not be
nore intrusive than necessary; and that he is not going to vote to proceed with this matter. He expl ained that a public workshop
was held on this issue several nonths ago and there were no secret neetings as sonme people have alleged; that the intent of
tonight's neeting was to receive input with any novenent forward requiring two other neetings including a public hearing before
any ordi nance coul d have been adopted; and that safety checks are built into the system so that changes cannot happen very fast
and providing the opportunity for the public to find out about proposed changes.

Chai rman Bond stated that this Board had no intent to take away people's aninmals or devalue their property; that the assistance of
the citizens is needed to address the problenms that are occurring; and that her challenge to the community is to see if people are
interested in |looking at County regul ati ons and procedures regarding this issue and to cone forth with reconmendati ons and
suggestions for possible changes in order to resolve the situations that are causing probl ens.

Commi ssi oner Shaw comrented t hat he does not think the Board needs to take any action at this tinme. He expressed concern about the
harassment conplaint calls that utilize staff and would Iike this reviewed.

Conmmi ssi oner Canp stated that she concurs with the speakers and appreci ates everyone who took their tinme to cone out on this
extrenely inportant issue; and that she would vote against this resolution and support forming a task force or commttee to | ook
into this matter.

Conmmi ssi oner Mouliot stated he woul d support an ad hoc conmittee, but would |ike the District Attorney to assist in this process
to provide a viable nuisance ordi nance to address these matters on an individual basis.

On notion by Comm ssioner Canp, seconded by Conmi ssioner Mouliot, which notion duly carried, Chairman Bond ordered that no action
be taken to limt the number of |ivestock, poultry, rabbits, sw ne or sheep on a property; that staff be directed to take
applications for a conmttee to | ook into the nui sances concerni ng waste and insects that are generated by aninmals; and that the
District Attorney's office assist in this process to provide a nuisance ordi nance that will better address these natters.

Commi ssi oner Gal |l oway conmented that he hopes people will cone forward if they want to participate and that soneone fromthe
Landowners Associ ation in Washoe Valley be represented on the committee, noting that the thrust of this process is going to be
fromthe point of view of animal welfare and public health.

7:00 p.m This was the tinme set in a Notice of Public Hearing dated April 30, 1998 nailed to affected property owners by the
Department of Community Devel opment to consider the appeals fromthe Planning Commr ssion's conditional approval of a tentative
subdi vision map to divide a +45.11-acre portion of a +72.266-acre ot into 38 lots with common area. The minimumlot size is
proposed at one-acre ninimum Because over 20% of the property has slopes in excess of 15% the standards of the Hillside
Ordinance will be required. The property, |located on the east side of M. Rose Highway and at the ternmi nus of Scotch Pine Road
adj acent to Gal ena Forest Estates is designated Low Density Suburban (LDS) in the Forest Area Plan and situated in a portion of
Section 9, T17N, R19E, MDM Washoe County, Nevada.

Sharon Kvas, Pl anner, Departnent of Community Devel opnent, advised that there are two appeals, one fromthe Gal ena Hormeowners
Associ ati on and adj acent property owners appealing the subdivision, and one by the devel oper to appeal conditions relating to
sewer requirenments. She stated that the devel oper has been working with the Uility Division and is com ng very close to consensus
on that portion of the appeal, and have indicated their desire to request a postponenment of their appeal

Legal Counsel Shiprman advised that in her opinion it would be acceptable to separate the two appeal s and continue the devel oper's
appeal at their request and with the Board's agreenent.

Chai rman Bond stated that the Board woul d hear the Honeowner Association appeal at this tinme. M. Kvas provi ded background
i nformati on and conducted a viewfoil presentation of the project. She discussed issues relative to slopes, roadway, secondary
access, and traffic inpacts and nitigation's.

Chai rman Bond asked if a representative fromthe Gal ena Forest Homeowners Associ ation, appellant, was present and there was no
response. Upon inquiry, M. Kvas advised that the Homeowners Association was aware that this matter was to be heard at this tine.
Several Board nmenbers expressed concern that no one was present to represent the appellant. Ms. Kvas then responded to questions
of the Board.

Arne Harmal a, Jeff Codega Pl anni ng/ Desi gn, representing Scotch Pines Partners, advised that they have worked for over a year on
this project and staff did a good job of identifying the issues; that they have provided a letter to the Board where they
responded to the issues raised by the neighbors, and believe that they have satisfied their concerns, which nmay be the reason they



are not present this evening; and that the sewer issue is a technical and policy issue which they believe they are going to be
able to resolve with County staff. M. Hamala then responded to questions of the Board.

Chai rman Bond opened the public hearing and called on those wi shing to speak
Louis Test, area resident, spoke in support of the project.

Dave Kl adney, Gal ena-Steanboat Citizens Advisory Board, provided background information and stated that nmost of their concerns had
to do with the intersection at Douglas Fir and the highway.

Russel | Lamb, area resident, stated that nost of the people in the conmunity that he has talked to are opposed to the devel opnment;
that he is not in favor of the devel opnment but that M. Hanala has been nmore than happy to work with him and other people in the
area; that achieving some conmon ground to establish 38 homes as opposed to the possibility of 100 hones was a distinct advantage;
and that he does not understand why the people who objected so strongly to the proposal are not present tonight, but one

expl anation m ght be because their main concern was traffic inpacts and the studies have indicated this has been addressed.

There being no one el se wi shing to speak, Chairman Bond cl osed the public hearing.

Chai rman Bond stated that the fact no representative is present fromthe Homeowners Associ ati on would indicate that they have been
satisfied to the extent possible, and that the project is probably going to be acceptable. She read a letter into the record from
Randal | and Vickie York [placed on file with the Clerk] setting forth their continued concerns and urging the Board to uphold the
appeal and deny the tentative subdivision map. Upon request, Ms. Kvas responded to the issues raised in said letter

Paul Sol aegui, Sol aegui Engi neers, discussed traffic issues and advi sed that changes have occurred since their review letter in
1991 addressing traffic concerns in the area, being that the County has adopted specific street capacity standards for residentia
streets and that St. Janmes Village constructed gated linmited access on Joy Lake Road; and that due to these changes, they do not

7:00 p.m This was the tinme set in a Notice of Public Hearing dated April 30, 1998 nailed to affected property owners by the
Department of Community Devel opment to consider the appeal of the Planning Comm ssion's conditional approval of a Tentative
Subdi vision Map with Site Review to create an 85 unit comon open space subdivision on four parcels totaling + 513.83 acres.
Because the project proposes utilizing the A-1 (First Agricultural), A-2 (Second Agricultural), and A-4 (Farm and Forestry
Agricultural District) zoning, a site reviewis required by the transition policy. The proposed subdivision is considered a
"hillside devel opment"” since it contains areas with slopes in excess of 15 percent over 20 percent of the property. The site is
south of the 1-80 Crystal Peak Road interchange. The property is designated General Rural (GR) and Low Density Suburban (LDS) in
the Verdi Area Plan, and situated in portions of Sections 19, 20, and 29, T19N, R18E, MDB&M Washoe County, Nevada.

Ron Kil gore, Conmunity Devel opnent, reviewed background i nformation and conducted a viewfoil presentation of the Tentative
Subdi vi sion Map and Vari ance [subsequent item for Quilici Ranch Estates. He responded to issues raised in the appea

correspondence which included visual inpact, devel opnment adjacent to the railroad, enmergency access road provisions, fire
protection, wastewater inpacts, wetlands inpacts, |loss of wildlife habitat, steep slopes, seismc conditions, geotechnica



conditions, and overall project suitability. He then discussed the conditions and/or requirements of regul ating agencies that
woul d have to be net prior to recordation of the final map. M. Kilgore then advised that the County Code contains what has been
deternmined to be a typographical error relative to noise levels in that it states that noise levels for residential devel opnent
shall not exceed a maxi mum of 65 deci bels when trains are passing or 65 Ldn next to highways, but should properly read 65 Ldn for
both railroads and hi ghways; and that even though the applicant has been infornmed of this opinion, they have chosen to pursue the
vari ance procedure to avoid any questions regarding this standard. M. Kilgore then responded to questions of the Board.

James Bradshaw of MDonal d, Carano, WIson, MCune, Bergin, Frankovich and Hicks, representing the Gavica fanily, appellants,

di spl ayed an aerial photograph depicting the |ocation of the subject property and surrounding area, noting that the area is a
sceni c gateway to Washoe County and Reno from California, which is relatively pristine with very little housing devel opnment. He
advi sed that Moya Lear, one of the adjacent property owners, has requested that he convey her nessage that she is confident that
the Board will address the safety concerns presented this evening and will act appropriately to preserve the scenic view, the
scenic corridor, and the environnment of the area. He then conmented that the fate of this issue was deci ded at about m dni ght by
an exhausted Pl anni ng Conmi ssion and there are issues of public safety, health and welfare inplicated here.

Pet er Kraatz, Senior Geotechnical Engineer, Steffen, Robertson, and Kirsten (U.S.), Inc., representing the appellant, stated that
he does not believe the findings for the project have been adequately nmet as the project is not physically suited as proposed;

t hat published geol ogic maps show a nodern | andslide 36 acres in size that covers lots 1, 2, and 3 of the project, and he believes
a geotechnical report needs to be done before honmes are put on that property; and that these kinds of issues need to be addressed
early on in any project. He displayed photographs and conputer simnulations of the subject property and di scussed concerns
regardi ng the noi se abatenment study, visual inpacts to the scenic corridor, the provision for septic tanks for sone of the |ots,
wildlife and wetlands inpacts, shallow water table, close proximty to the Truckee River, subsoils in the area that allow little
time for dilution or dispersion of septic discharge, inpacts of incremental nitrate |oading, and easenents and access. M. Kraatz
then responded to questions of the Board.

Bar bara Santner, Landscape Architect and Pl anner, Jeff Codega Pl anni ng/ Design, Inc., and nmenber of the Washoe County Design Review
Committee, addressed aesthetic aspects and presented several visual sinulations depicting the inpact of the grading plan, proposed
sl opes, etc. She stated that they are concerned about the large cut and fill slopes, primarily those visible froml1-80 and believe
there should be nore mitigation of visual inpacts than what is proposed; and that she has not seen any requirenent for hillside
adaptive architecture or specific standards for architecture and believes these issues should be reviewed by the Design Revi ew
Committee, as well as the fencing plan, tree protection standards, and exploration of alternative road designs and alignnents. M.
Santner further stated that she does not believe the project neets Finding No. 2 relative to consistency with the Verdi Area Pl an,
and Finding No. 3 that the site is suitable for the devel opment and neets the requirenents of the Hillside Odinance.

She then responded to questions of the Board.

M. Bradshaw t hen di scussed their objection to having a devel opnent along the railroad tracks and the visual inpact of the project
to the scenic corridor; that the issue should go back to the Verdi Citizen Advisory Board, noting that only 3 of seven nenbers
were in attendance when this itemwas on their agenda; that it is unknown when the sewer interceptor will go in; and that the
applicant has no right or interest to the road they are showing in their plans.

Bill Thomas, Sunmit Engi neering Corporation, representing the applicant, stated that the appeal is based on a 1994 staff report
which was on a different project than the one being reviewed tonight; and that the findings and standards are different on a
subdi vi sion map than they are on an area plan map. He stated that the original zoning allowed a devel opnment potential up to 267
dwel ling units and this subdivision consists of 85 |ots on 513 acres; that the Verdi Area Plan encourages one or nore acre |ot

si zes and wai ves the requirement for connection to community water and sewer systens and, although their |ots average over 2.14
acres, they are providing a dryline sewer; that the Nevada Departnment of Environnmental Protection has conditionally approved the
project, and every regul ati ng agency has reviewed these issues during their reviews and found the project to be in conformance
with their policies and standards; that even though the Verdi Area Plan calls for the I-80 corridor to be a scenic corridor, there
are no standards, rules, or guidelines that have been adopted, noting that the lots are significantly removed from1-80; that a
wet | ands specialist consultant has done a prelimnary delineation and they designed around those wetlands, noting that the



docunent will be filed with the Corps of Engi neers; that they have addressed access issues; that a noise |evel study was conducted

and they are very confortable that their 330 foot setback fromthe railroad will neet the County's noise |evel standard; and that
they have a designed a roadway that will be greater expense to the devel oper which has retaining walls on the uphill side so there
is no fill on the downhill side and allows themto keep the existing trees on the sl ope.

Trygve Loken, Geotechnical Engi neer, Sunmit Engineering, addressed issues relative to the |landslide deposit area and advi sed that
a cursory exani nation of geol ogical maps and other available information does not indicate that the area night be active, but
further study will need to be done; and that this process is in the prelimnary stage and there is great flexibility and
alternatives to nove |ots, roads, etc. as the process continues. M. Loken then responded to questions of the Board.

Chai rman Bond opened the public hearing and called on those wi shing to speak

JimLudwi g, representing Western States Managenent, stated that they own approxi mately 600 acres contiguous to the east side of
this project and are strongly opposed to the fact that miles of roads have been drawn and designed on their property without

perm ssion or an owner's affidavit; that the road will never be allowed on their property as they are presently designing a golf
course that interferes trenendously with that design; that they have invested a great deal of noney in the property and in
pl anni ng and design and are concerned that roads will be drawn on maps that will cost thema great deal of nobney to renopve; that

they are not opposing the devel opnent but are opposing their infrastructure roads going onto their property; and that their title
conpany tells themthat this situation creates a danger of clouding their title and interest in the property.

Upon the request of Commi ssioner Galloway, M. Kilgore advised that Condition 21 states that easenents or offers of dedication for
pri mary and secondary access roads shall be obtained prior to the first final map, and if those easenents cannot be obtained, the
lots will not be recorded and the applicants woul d have to redesign the tentative map and go through the approval process again;
that lines drawn on a map do not convey any property rights on neighboring |and; and that tentative maps are not recorded.

Tom Gal | agher, Summit Engi neering, conmented that Western States property does not have access and they were basically acting in
good faith to attenpt to connect to an arterial. M. Ludwi g explained where their property has ingress and egress and access to
roads that connect to the freeway interchange.

Kei th Meador, Meador Engineering, representing Moya Lear, stated that they are against the project for reasons of safety due to
the proximty to the railroad tracks and the danger that would pose to children

There being no one el se wi shing to speak, Chairman Bond cl osed the public hearing.

Chai rman Bond stated that there are a ot of things to overcone on this project and staff has assured that nothing will go forward
unl ess the applicants are able to secure the rights-of-way and address all the issues prior to recordation of the final map; and
that she is grateful that the applicant has reduced the nunber of houses on the devel opnent.

Commi ssi oner Shaw expressed his concern that there is no commtment fromthe Citizen Advisory Board that they favor the project.
Chai rman Bond comrented that she shares this concern but there has not been a quorumon the Verdi CAB for nonths, which is not the
devel oper's probl em

Further discussion conmenced and M. Kilgore and M. Thomas responded to several questions of the Board relative to many of the

i ssues raised. Upon inquiry of Comm ssioner Galloway, M. Thonas advised that they would be agreeable to going to the Design

Revi ew Committee on issues such as hilltop adaptive design and road cuts and fills, but requested that Ms. Santner, a nenber of
that comm ttee who has testified today against the project, not participate in that review Legal Counsel Shipnman stated that it
woul d be clear that she would not be able to participate due to conflict of interest.

| and uses in other portions of the County because one of the unique features of this specific plan is regulation of |land use based
on whether property is on the east side or west side of South Virginia Street; that the proposed plan is nore of a conprom se
docunent rather than a true consensus docunent; and that the plan is co-termnus with the City of Reno's Sphere of I|nfluence
boundary but the City of Reno did not reconmend adoption of their portion of the plan related to the Sphere of Influence area
because of questions relative to what woul d be appropri ate devel opnent standards on the west side. A discussion comenced relative
to issues regarding the City of Reno's Sphere of Influence and adopted annexati on programin the subject area, and M. Diederich
responded to questions of the Board.

Chai rman Bond opened the public hearing and called on those wi shing to speak

Vi ncent Swi nney, representing Sierra Manor Honeowners Associ ation, spoke in support of the proposed specific plan and stated that
they would like the Board to strongly support only the present sphere of influence boundaries.

Bill Brush, Sierra Manor Subdivision, stated that they are anxious to keep the rural atnosphere on the west side and urged the
Board to vote for approval of the existing proposed plan anmendnent; and that if there are changes they would |ike to see the
sphere of influence noved back to the east side of the freeway.

Peg O Mal |l ey, Vice-President, South Hills Honeowners Association, stated that they support the specific plan as it is currently
written; and that she would not want the City's sphere of influence noved beyond its present boundary on the west side.



Dr. Ricciardi, Sierra Manor resident, advised that they live at the edge of the sphere of influence and want to keep it that way;
that they had to put in their ow wells and septic systens at a cost of several thousand dollars; and that they think Washoe
County is doing a better job for the community than the City of Reno.

Commi ssi oner Gall oway noted that sphere of influence decisions are decided at the Regional Planning Comr ssion and the County has
only three votes on that commi ssion and has not been very successful in holding back increases in the Reno sphere of influence;

Ell en Steiner, Vice Chair of the Sout hwest Truckee Meadows Citizen Advisory Board, advised that they reconmend approval of the
Specific Plan as subm tted wi thout any changes and urge that the Board approve the plan so everyone can nove forward; and that
when the CAB voted to recommend approval of the plan, it did so with the understandi ng that the sphere of influence would remain
unchanged, and subsequently found out at the joint workshop that the City had no intention of honoring that commitnent. She then
revi ewed background information and issues that came forth during the process and stated that as far as they are concerned the
mai n reason for the City's refusal to approve this plan was because they wi shed to nove the sphere line to the west side of South
Virginia Street. Ms. Steiner stated that it is not their intent to jeopardize the conclusion of the South Virginia Corridor Plan
process at this tinme and respectfully request the Board's approval of this anendnent, but that given the wi shes of sonme of the
commerci al property owners to desphere and the obvious w shes of 99% of the adjacent residents not to be included in the sphere,
they would request that at a later tine the Comn ssioners consider preparing a 1999 plan amendnent to nove the sphere eastward to
the freeway thus enconpassing the entire specific plan area under the auspices of the County.

Mar ge France, President, Hi dden Valley Honmeowners Associ ation; John Malone, Valerie Truce, Jeannette Porter, area residents; and
anot her property owner in the area spoke in support of the anendnent. Rusty Crook, area resident, stated that he is not sure what
side he is on although he voted to support the plan as a nmenber of the CAB because of the many hours of neetings that were held
and recogni zing that there needs to be sone guidelines, but also feels that governnent does not have the right to tell people what
they can and cannot do with their |and.

St ephen Mol lath, attorney representing South Hills Devel opment Conpany, stated that they are against adoption of the plan at this
ti me because the process has not been fromthe standpoint of the commercial property owners, noting that they understand the
concerns of the people to the west and their desire to keep that property as rural as possible. He discussed his |letter of My 4,
1998 in which three basic concerns are set forth, being (1) the inconsistent regul ations that are about to happen between the east
and west side and between the City and the County as to whether the City is going to expand the sphere or stay where they are, and
it would be appropriate to determ ne were that sphere is going to be before the specific plan is adopted, (2) adoption of the
western theme for this area, pointing out that there is no other area in Washoe County where a comercial thene has been adopted
and there are questions of the legality of inmposing this, and (3) the different standards that are applicable to the east and west
side. He stated that the changes and di scussions they would |ike considered with regard to height and uses will have a huge

di fference on the economic inpact to the comrercial property users along south Virginia Street, but will not create any
substantial inpact to the people on the west side.

Jeff Codega, Jeff Codega Pl anni ng/ Design, Inc., representing South Hills Devel opnent Conpany, reviewed the history of the process
and stated that there was not any neani ngful discussion of the real issues and alternative viewpoints and sol utions; that what
they wanted to do was add some standards to this plan that are nore performance rel ated rather than approachi ng sonmething |ike
bui | di ng height; that the main focus of discussion at the CAB was that they don't want the City's sphere of influence noving, and
that focus precluded nmeani ngful debate and di scussion on other issues; that Virginia Street is a very inportant regional roadway
of the entire community and not just the people who live in that area, and it nmakes sense to have conplinentary and sinmilarity in
uses and standards on the east and west side; that fromtheir client's perspective, it is felt that this has been a situation of
t hem gi ving and t he nei ghbors receiving, with no nmeani ngful discussion about bal ancing these issues to come closer to a win/wn
situation; and that they do not believe that the docunment before the Board tonight is particularly good for the neighbors either
M . Codega responded to questions of the Board and advised that they would like to have a little nore time to work out these

i ssues.

Chai rman Bond asked whet her these proposal s have already been presented and rejected. M. Ml ath advised that suggestions were



made in the planning process, but they were not really focused on; that they are only tal king about changes in height, hours of
service and operation along Virginia Street, sonme of the |and uses, and a bl endi ng of height and buffering on the west side; and
that they could present sonme very focused and pointed i ssues within ten days so that everyone woul d understand their issues.

Commi ssi oner Canp comrented that she attended the CAB neeting when the final approval of this plan was nade, and the reason the
CAB lost their willingness for any nore changes was because they felt betrayed in the process by losing the east side

Ben Farahi, South Hills Devel opment Conpany, stated that they are not asking for anything they do not already have on their
property; that they have not been involved in the process of witing this docunent; and that the height limt was reduced from 85
to 35 feet approximately five years ago without any notification to the property owners by direct mail that this change was
happeni ng, and they are trying through this process to get sone of that height linmt back

Bob Shepherd, representing one of the property owners in the subject area, stated that they have owned a snmall| piece of comrercia
property in the subject area for over 100 years that has a highest and best use currently of general commercial, and they would
like to retain that zoning.

El l en Steiner commented that suggestions made by the opponents relative to height, standards, etc. were presented from day one of
the process and have been considered; that fromthe CAB point of view all these arguments have been heard; and nothing will be
gai ned by prol ongi ng the process.

Chai rman Bond cl osed the public hearing.

Conmmi ssioner Galloway stated that he doesn't doubt that these issues have been heard by the CAB, but this is the first chance the

South Hills Devel opment representatives have had to present their issues to this Board; and that the two sides are probably never

going to agree, but he would prefer to see the opponent's presentation conpared to what the CAB wants and have i nput from planni ng
staff and | egal counsel

M. Diederich responded to issues raised by the opposition and responded to questions of the Board advising that there is nothing
pressing at the nonment that woul d preclude continuation of this item

Commi ssi oner Canp stated that she believes she understands what the people in the South Valleys are interested in having for their
area and has commtted to supporting their plan; and that she feels it should nove forward the way it is.

Commi ssi oner Mouliot stated that he thinks there should be some kind of consensus, if possible, and noted that if there is
conti nued controversy over building height, etc. he believes the property owners are setting thenselves up for a trenendous tax
increase with the annexation that he believes will be occurring.

Commi ssi oner Shaw stated that he realizes 2.5 years is a long tine to discuss an issue, but he is willing to allow a couple of
weeks for the opposition to provide their proposals for the Board's consideration to assure that all issues have been carefully
consi dered before the Board takes action.

On notion by Comm ssioner Shaw, seconded by Commi ssioner Galloway, which notion duly carried with Comr ssioner Canp voting "no,"
Chai rman Bond ordered that this item be continued to the regular nmeeting of May 26, 1998; and that the South Hi |Ils Devel opnent
Conpany representatives present their list of requested changes to County planning staff for review prior to that neeting.

He referred to his
agenda nenorandum dated May 8, 1998 setting forth the methodology utilized to calculate the annualized water bills and renediation
fee for the water conpanies that were done by County staff; that once the nethodology is approved by the Board, staff will
comrence the calculation of the renmediation district fee and bring back the APN annualized water bill and renediation fee |ist at
the regul ar Board neeting of May 26, 1998 together with the first reading of the ordi nance inposing that fee; that since County
staff did not prepare the Sun Valley General I|nprovenment District or Sierra Pacific Power Conpany |ist, staff would request that
those entities be available to provide that information to customers who may have questions. M. Crowe then responded to questions
of the Board and advised that the legislature set forth the procedures that are being used and the fee is not based on water usage
per se, but, rather, is used as a surrogate for how a parcel shares in the cost of cleaning up the aquifer; and that there are
commonalities in the approach utilized by the County, Sun Valley G D, and Sierra Pacific Power Conpany and there needs to be an
under st andi ng that everyone is being treated in an equitable manner.

Fol l owi ng further discussion, on notion by Comr ssioner Canp, seconded by Conmi ssioner Muliot, which notion duly carri ed,
Chai rman Bond ordered that the nmethodol ogy utilized to calculate the annualized water bills for Panther Valley Water Conpany,
Washoe County Utility Division, Silver Lake Water Conpany, and Reno Parr Water Conpany be approved.

Di ana Langs, Sun Valley Ceneral Improvenent District, referred to her menorandum dated May 6, 1998 that sets forth their

cal cul ation process. She advised that their only conplaint is that they are not receiving parcel nunbers in a tinely manner. She
then asked how |l ong the data woul d need to be maintained and Legal Counsel Shipman advi sed that she would check into this and
provide that information.

He advised that they are in the process of devel oping a custoner response to help support the County and M. Crowe with customer
inquiries, and thanked M. Crowe for his help in this process.
